TRACK — The  1930  track  team  had  a  successful  season,  under  the  guidance  of 
Coach  E.  A.  Davis  and  Captain  Cecil  Smith.  The  Bearcats  opened  the  1930  season  by 
winning  the  Western  A.  A.  U.  indoor  track  and  field  meet,  held  at  St.  Louis  Saturday, 
Alarch  22.  Some  eighteen  teams  participated  in  the  meet. 

The  next  meet  was  held  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  all  colleges  in  the  State 
being  entered,  and  again  Ataryvillo  succeeded  in  carrying  away  first  place  honors,  thanks 
to  the  brilliant  performance  of  “Twister”  Smith.
